AMENDMENT IN RESPONSE TO THE FOURTH OFFICE ACTION 



Initial Comments 

Claims 1, 8-21, 24, 27, 33-37, 41, 43, 44, 47, 51, and 52 
are pending in the present application. Claim 51 is rejected 
under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by US Patent 6355494 
(Livengood) . Claims 1, 8, 14, 17-21, and 24 are rejected under 
35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over US Patent 5669979 (Elliot). 
Claims 9-13 and 15 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
obvious over Elliot in view of US Patent 6472295 (Morris) . 
Claim 16 is rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over 
Elliot in view of US Patent 6333485 (Haight) . Claims 27, 33, 
35-37, 41, 44, and 47 aire rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
obvious over Elliot in view of US Patent 4876983 (Fukuda) . 
Claims 34 and 43 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
obvious over Elliot in view of Fukuda and Morris. Claim 52 is 
rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over Livengood. 
Claims 1, 20, 27, 36, 37, 41, 51, and 52 are amended herein.
